1 . THE UK HAS STATED CONCERN THAT EASTERN BLOC NATIONS 
MAY USE THE ACQUIRED ASR-8 TO GAIN DESIGN AND PRODUCTION 
KNOW-HOW THROUGH ANALYSIS AND REVERSE-ENGINEERING OF THE 
ASR-8. 


2. COMMERCE AS WELL AS TEXAS INSTRUMENT SHARE THE CONERN 
ABOUT THE TRANSFER OF SENSITIVE TECHNOLOGY TO THE EASTERN 
BLOC COUNTRIES. ANY TRANSFER OF DESIGN OR PRODUCTION TECH- 
NOLOGY HAS BEEN SCRUPULOUSLY AVOIDED BY TEXAS INSTRUMENT 
IN THE SALE CONTRACT. 
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3. IT IS THE OPINION OF COMMERCE TECHNICIANS AND T.I. 

THAT REVERSE ENGINEERING OF THE SYSTEM AT THE COMPONENT 
LEVEL TO EXTRACT PRODUCTION TECHNOLOGY IS NOT FEASIBLE. 

THE KNOWLEDGE TO OPERATE A SYSTEM DOES NOT TRANSLATE INTO 
THE ABILITY TO DESIGN OR REPRODUCE THE DEVICE. 
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4. RADAR WITH EQUALLY SOPHISTICATED COMPONENTS HAVE 
ALREADY BEEN INSTALLED BY STANSAAB IN THE USSR AND IN 
ROMANIA BY THOMPSON CSF AND ALREADY AVAILABLE FOR 
POLISH SCRUTINY. 

5. IT IS THE ASSESSMENT OF COMMERCE THAT THIS FIXED-SITE 
INSTALLATION OF AN AIRPORT CONTROL SYSTEM WILL NOT ADVANCE 
THE POLISH RADAR PRODUCTION CAPABILITIES. 

6. RESPONSE TO ITALIAN DEL QUESTION 

EXCEPT FOR AN ACCIDENT OF DEFINITION INVOLVING 1501(C)(2) 

(IV), THE ASR-8 WOULD BE ELIGIBLE FOR ADMINISTRATIVE NOTE 
2B OF IL 1501(C)(2). THE INTENT OF 1 50 1 (C)(2)(IV) IS TO 
COVER FREQUENCY-AGILE RADARS; THE ASR-8 IS NOT SUCH A 
SYSTEM. HOWEVER, THE ASR-8 IS A DUAL FREQUENCY SYSTEM 
HAVING TWO TRANSMITTED FREQUENCIES SEPARATED IN TIME BY A 
FIXED ONE MICROSECOND AND SEPARATED IN FREQUENCY BY A 
FIXED 60 MHZ SEPARATION. CONSEQUENTLY, A CONSERVATIVE 
INTERPRETATION CONSIDERS THE ASR-8 AS COVERED BY 
1501(C)(2)(IV) AND THUS INELIGIBLE FOR ADMINISTRATIVE 
NOTE 2B. HOWEVER, IF THE MEMBER NATIONS CONSIDER THE 
ASR-8 AS TRULY EXEMPT FROM 1501(C)(2)(IV), THEN THE 
PRESENT CASE WILL BE WITHDRAWN FROM GENERAL EXCEPTIONS 
PROCEDURE AND THE ADMINISTRATIVE EXCEPTIONS 2B FOR 1501 
(C)(2) INVOKED. VANCE 
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
